The 
ordinary_man has long taken it for 
granted that all the planets are more 
or.less round in shape. The small 
planet Eros, however, is an exception 
to this rule. According to.the latest 
astronomical information it is a mere 
mountain in space, "without form and 
void," and as it turns upon its axis"
